raise an excitement against us; and 
whereas many honest and law abiding 
men are liable to be misled and impos. 
ed upon by these false, malicious, and 
envious reports; and whereas the 
Governor of our State has solemly 
pledged himself tous that the laws 
should be etecute.! in justice in the 
premises ; and whereas we did, at that 
time, pledge ourselves as a people, to 
patiently wait their execution, and the 
iction of the government; and whereas 
it is reported that certain individuals 
are trying to raise an excitement on the 
editorials of the * Nauvoo Neighbor.”
